Leaders, organizers, instiv-tors ond accomplices participating 
in the fornulation or exceutton of a eomon plan or conspiracy to 
commit any of the fore sing crimes are responsible for all acts 
perforned by any persois in cceeution of such ol An. 


The individual responsibilit:” of cach of the defendants now on trial 


before this Tribuncl must be evalunted ond determined in accordance with 


the foregoing provisions. The operations of these criminal defendants 


were on 4 vast scale, They were committed in many countries, They 
werc committed over 2 period of yrars, all, as hes been shown, in pur- 
suit of a common plan or conspiracy whose purposes were thoroughly 
known, not only to all of these defendants, but to many others. 

The individu.l defendants now on trial wore the eaders, organizers 
and instigators of this huge conspiracy. They were among the men who 
Planned it in its several phases, They wore among the men who were 
leaders in its ruthless exceution, Br reason of the positions each of 
these men held in the Nagi Party and in the German State, and by reason 
of the manner in vhich each of thor: rected to support the common plan 
or conspiracy and assisted ‘n mt ing jt ‘ato exceution, cach of them, 
under the foregoing terms of th swarter, may be found individually 


responsible for all acts performed by any persons in cxceution of such 


For more than two decades the defendant Hermann GORING pisyed one 
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of the foremost roles amongst the Nazi conspirators. He, who called 
himself the most frithful paladin of the Fuehrer, was a key figure 
within the consviracy, participating in nearly all phases of the con- 
spiratorial activities: startinz with the Munich Beer Hall putsch of 
1923, working in Berlin on Hitler's risc to power in 1933, founder of 
the Gestapo and the concentration camps in 1933 and 1934, creating the 
Gerran Luftwaffe, mking it an instrummt for aggressive war and using 
it to destroy other countrics. As Plenipotentiary for the Four-Year 
Plan and chairman of the Ministcrial Council for Defense the defendant 
cringe became the Czar of Germn cconomy and administration and even= 
tially the executive munager of the mtire conspiracy, 

It is intended to establish by this brief the individual responsi- 
bility of the defendant GURING. For this purpose it is necessary to 
present the evidence for the most obvious criminal acts he has com 
mitted in almost every ficld of his jurisdiction, Part of this 
evidence ns already been introduced in ecnnection with carlicr phases 
of this trial, for example, managing aggressive warfare, prosecuting 
minoritics, ordering spoliation. However, this bricf will present 
further cvidenee outlining the individml responsibility for the acts 
committed for his own benefit and that of the other conspirators. 

By reason of his part in the common plan or conspiracy and his 
activities in support thereof, such as crimes against peace, wor crimes 
and crimes agsinst humnity, the defendant GCRING may properly be 
found guilty under the Charter of the Tribunal of all acts performed by 
cay persons in execution of the common plan or conspiracy.

For the harsh treatment given these workers when they 
reached Germany, the defendant GtRInG is also responsible. On 8 March

In a covering Express Letter addressed to all State Police district- 
offices and State Police officcs, also dated 8 March 1940, Himmler makes

On 29 January 1942 the Division for the Employment of Labor 


in the Four Year Plan Office issued a circular, siged by Dr, Mansfeld, 


the general delegate for lebor employment in the Four Year Plan Cffice, 
addressed to various civilian and military authcrities in the eccupied 
territories, explaining the various means to be used to force workers 
te go to Germany. The circuler provides in part: 


"Subject: Increased mobilization of man-power for 
the German Reich from the occupied tuer- 
ritories and preparations for mobilization 
by force, 


On the one hand, the labor shortage which was rendered 
more acute by the draft for the Wehrmacht, and on the 
other hand, the increased scope of the armament 
problem in the German Reich, render it necessary that 
man power for service in the Reich be reeruited from 
the occupied territories to 2 much greater extent 
than heretofore, in order to relieve the shortage of 
dabor. Therefore, any and 211 methods must be adopted 
which mke possible the transportation, without ex~ 
ception and dclay, for employment in the German 

Reich, of man power in the occupied territorics 

which is unemployed or which ean be released for use 
in Germany after most careful screening, 


This mobilization shall first of all, as heretofore, 
be carried out on a voluntary basis. For this reason, 
the recruiting effort for employment in the German 
Reich must be strengthened considerably. But if 
satisfactory results are to be obtained, the German 
authorities, who are functioning in the occupied 
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territorics, must be able to exert any pressure neccs- 
sary to support the veluntary recruiting of labor 
for employment in Germany,- Accordingly, to the ex+ 
tent that may be necessary, the regulations in force 
in the occupied territories in regard to shift in 
employment and withdrawal of support upon refusal to 
work, must be tightencd. Supplemontary regulations 
concerning shift in cimployment must above all insure 
that older personnel who are freed must-be exchanged 
for younger personnel to mike up for it, so that the 
lattcr may be made available for the Reich, A far- 
reaching decrease in the amount of relicf granted 

by Public ‘Welfare mst also be effected in order to 
induce laborers to accept employment in the Reich, 
Unenploymont relicf must be set so low that the amount 
in comparison with the average wages in the Reich and 
the possibilities there for sending remittances home 
my serve as an inducement to accept employment in 
the Reich. When’ refusal to accept work in the Reich 
is not justificd, the compensation must be reduced to 
an amount barely enough for subsistence, or even be 
caneclicd, In this connection, partial withdrawal of 
ration cards and assignment to particularly heavy 
obligatory labor may be considered, 


However, all misgivings must give way before the neces— 
sity of supplying the deficit in man power caused by 
excessive draft calls into the Armed Forces, in order 
to avoid detriment to the arrandtt industry. For 

this purpose the forcible mobilization of workers 

from the occupied territorics cannot be disregarded, 

in case the voluntary recruiting is unsuccessful, 

The inere possibility of mobilization by force will, 

in many cases, mike recruiting casicr, 


Therefore, I asl: you immediately to take any measures 
in your district which will promote the employment of 
workers in the German Reich on a voluntary basis, I 
herewith requést you to prepare for publication regula- 
tions applying to foreed mobilization of lxborers from 
your territory for Germany, so that they muy be decreed 
et onec, in case recruiting on 2 voluntary basis will 
not have the desired result, that is relief of the man 
powr shortage in the Reich. I request you to inform

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D, Germinization and Spoliation 

Evidence both of the planning and the execution of these 
crimes in the Western countries occupied by the German armies will be 
presented at a later time by the French prosecutor, The responsibility 
of the defendant curinc, as Plenipotentiary for the Four Year Plan, 
as President of the Cabinet Council for the Defense of the Reich and 
in other capacities will be made abundantly clear by that evidence, 
Further evidence of the planning for these crimes end evidence of the 
execution of them in the countries to the East of Germany will be pre- 
sented by the Soviet prosecutor, and the defendant GURING!S part in 
these crimes will be made similarly clear, Evidence has been presented, 
however, of the deliberate manner in which the Nazi conspirators 
planned these crimes in the countries to the East. 

The plans of the Nazi conspirators with respect to Poland 
have been shown by such prior evidence. The Nazis purported to in- 
corporate the four western provinces of Poland into the German Reich. 
tn the remaining portions occupied by them they set wo the Government 
General. It was shown that the Nazis planned to Germanize the so= 
called incorporated territories ruthlessly by deporting Polish intel- 
ligentsia, Jews and dissident elenents to the Government General, for 
eventual elimination, by confiscating Polish property, particularly 
farms, by sending those so deprived of their property to Germany as 
laborers and by importing German settlers, It was specifically 
planned to exploit the people and material resources of the territory 
within the Government Gencral by taking whatever was needed to 
strengthen the Nazi Var mchine, thus impoverishing this region and 
reducing it to a vassal state, 

The defendant GORING, together with Hitler and Lammers 
and with the defendants Frick and Hess signed the decree purporting 
to incorporate certain parts of Polish territory into tho Reich.

From the foregoing documents, the complicity of the de- 


fondant GORING in the plans for the ruthless exploitation of Poland 
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Clearly appears, But his hand may also be found in the remainder of 
the Nazi plans for Poland.. As an illustration, it was the defendant 
GORING who signed, with Hitler and the defendant Keitel the secret 
decree which entrusted Himmler with the task of executing the Germaniz- 
ation program.

Evidence has also been introduced by the United States 
prosecution showing the extent,to which the spoliation of Soviet ter- 
ritory and resources and the barbarous treatment inflicted on Soviet 
citizens were the result of plans long made and carefully draw up 
by the Nazis before they launched their aggressive war on the Soviet 
Union. It has been shown that the Nazis planned to destroy the 
industrial potential of the Northen regions occupied by their armies 
and to so administer the production of food in the South and Southeast, 
which normally procuced a surplus of food, that the population of the 
Northern rezion wuld inevitebly be reduced to starvation because of 
diversion of such surplus food to the German Reich. It has been shown 
alse that the Nazis planned to incorporate Galicia and all of the 
Baltic countrics into Gerrmmny and to convert the Crimea, an area North 
of the Crimea, the Volsa territory, and the district around Baku into 
German colonies.

Much evidence introduced during this trial deals with the 
murders, the mass exterminations, the deportations for slave labor, and 
the other inhumane acts of the Nazi conspirators, For all of these, the 
defendant eoRING, ‘s a leading member of the conspiracy, is individ lually 
responsible, The particular part which he played in connection with 
deportations and slave labor has already been show in the section of 
this bricf which dclas with "War Grimes, It will be recalled that shortly 
after becoming Ifinister President of Prussia in 1933, the defendant 
GORING created the sestapo, or Secrot State Police, 
which became a motel for that instruncnt in the rost 
It will further be recalled thet this defendant boa stec 
which he played in the creation of the 3estapo, and that concentration 
camps were 2lso established in Prussia in the spring of 1933 under his 
administration, and that they were then in charge of th 
which he was chicf, (See pages 7 - 9 of this bricf). The oxtent to 
vihiich GORING and the cther Nazi conspirators employed these institutions 
aS agencics for the commission of their crimes azainst humanity 
ppears from evidence now before this Tribunal, including in particular 
evidence as to the Gestapo as a criminal organization and evidence 
on concentration camps.

In reference to your telegram of 12 May our sanitary 
inspector reports to me that the altitude experiments 
carricd out by the SS and Air Force at Dachau have 
been finished, <Any continuation of these expcrimcnts 
seems essentially unreasonable, However, the carrying 
out of experiments of some other kind, in regard to 
perils at high seas, would be important. These have 
been prepared in immediate AIgreement with the proper 
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offices; Major (M.C.) Weltz will be charged with the 
execution and Capt (M.C.) Rascher will be made avail- 
able until further orders in addition to his duties 
within the Medical Corps of the Air Corps. «A change 
of these measures docs not appear necessary, and an 
enlargement of the task is not considered pressing 
at this time, 


The low-pressure chamber would not be needed for these 
low-temperature experiments. It is urgently needed 
at another place and therefore ean no longer remin 
in Dachau. 


I convey the special thanks from the supreme commander 
of the Air Corps to the SS for their extcnsive cooper- 
ation,

The leading part played by the defendant GORING in the 
ruthless persecution of political opposition in gencral has been anply 
shown in Sections III \ 2 and III A 3 of this brief, There remains to 
be considered the part which this defendant played in the perticularly 
crucl persecution of Jews which was continued relentlessly from the 


earliest days until the end of the War, 
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The unscrupulous use by the Nazi conspirators of anti- 
semitism as a means both for securing and maintaining power first over 
the German people and latcr over the peoples of occupicc countrics has 
already bea neon to this Tribunal, 


See Trial Brief I, entitled "Adoption and Pub- 
lication ef the Program for Persecution of the 
Jews", previously submitted to the Court, to- 
gether with evidence adduced in connection there- 
with. 


As was to be expected from his position 2s Number 2 Nazi, 
the defendant GORING took an active pert in the waging of this program 
of persecution, the ultimate purpose of which, as has been shown, was 
the extermination of all Jews. To quote from GORING!S own book: 


"The solution cf the Jewish question has not yet 
been reached. "hatever has happened so far has 
been done ina state of necessity, in the interest 
of our own pcorle; it was a reaction against the 
ruin which this race hts brought upon us", 


Again in 1935, the defendant GORING, as President of the 
Reichstag, in a speech urging that body to pass the infamous so-called 
Nurnberg race laws, ,said: 


"God has created the races, He did not want 
equality and therefore we energetically reject 

any attempt to falsify the concept of race purity 
by making it equivalent with racial equality. .. 
This equality does not exist. We have never ac- 
cepted such an idea and therefore we must reject 

it in our laws likewise and must accept that purity 
of race which nature and providence have destined 
for us."

In the late fall of 1938, using as an excuse the murder of 


vom Rath, Secretary of Legation in Paris, the Nazi conspirators, acting

the complete elimination of Jews from economic life, preparatory to their 
physical anihilation, The defendant GGRING, as head of the Four-Year 
Plan, was in ‘active charge of this phase of the persecutions, The first 


step in his campaign was a law requiring registration of all Jewish 


owned property, In April 1938 the defendant GCRING and Frick signed 


such a law, 


Armed with the infomation thus secured, the Nazi con- 


spirators were fully prepered to take the next step. The killing of 


Secretary of Legation vor Rath, «in Paris, 9 November 1938 was made 
the pretext for widespreid "spontaneous" riots, which included the 
looting and burning of “ery Jewish synogogues, homes and shops, all 
carefully organized and. supervised by the Nazi consyirators. The de-

The Jew shall 
have to live out of this interest, It is a foregone 
eonelusion, that this aryonizing, if it is to be done 
quickly, cannot be made in the Ministry for Economy 

in Berlin, That way, wo would never finish .. 


It is my lot, so that the damage will not be greater 
than the profit, which we are striving for. 


It is obvious, Gentlomen, that the Jewish stores are 
for the people, and not thc stores, Therefore, we 
must begin here, according to the rules previously 
laid down, 


The Ifinister for Heonomic Affrirs shall announce 
which stores he!1l want to close altogether, These 
stores are excluded from aryanizing at once, Their 
stocks are to be mde available for sale in other 
stores; what cannot be sold, shall be processed 
through the "iVinterhilfe" or taken care of otherwise, 
However, the sales valves of these articles shall 
always be considered, since the, State ib not to 
suffer but should profit through this transformation.

Specific measures to effect the "Arianization" of Jewish

insurance companies. All present were agreed that it would be un-

While the execution of this program was for the most part 
handled by the SS and the Security Police, the defendant GORING ro- 
mains implicated in the final phases of the Nazi "Solution" of the 
Jewish problem. 

On 31 July 1941, he wrote the following letter to the 
conspirator Heydrich: 


"Complementing the task thet was assigned to you on 
24 January 1939, which dealt with arriving at - 
through furtherance of emigration and evacuation, a 
solution of the Jewish problem, as advantageous as 
possible, I hereby charge you with mking all neces- 
sary preprrations in regard to organizational and 
financial matters for bringing about a complete 
solution of the Jewish question in the German 
sphere of influence in Europe. 

Wherever other governmental agencies are involved, 
these are to cooperate with you, 


I charge you furthermore to send me, before long, an 
overall plan concerning the organizational, factual 
and material measures necessary for the accomplishment 
of the desired solution of the Jewish question".

The evidenee presented to the Court on the individual 
responsibility of the defendant GURING has been intended merely as an 
illustration of the way in which this defendant played an active, and 
generally a leading part in every phase of the Nazi conspiracy. Not only 
was he the Number Two Nazi and successor designate to Hitler during the 
war years, but from the very beginning he was Hitler's most trusted ase 
sistant. He was commander of the SA during the time when it was being 
puilt into a powerful unit of strect fighters. He was at Hitlor's side 
during the Munich Putsch, and was wounded in the fighting which ac- 
comenied it. Letor he became Hitler's political deputy in the Berlin 
area, Nazi deputy in the Reichstag and eventually President of the 
Reichstag. He took a leading part in the violence and political man- 
euvers leading up to the first appointment of Hitler as Reich Chancellor, 

After the Nazi seizure of power, as Fresident of the 
Reichstag, as Prime Minister of Prussia, and as member of the Reich 
Cabinet, he was 2 leader in the ruthless suppression of all political 
opposition, and in securing the passage of the law whereby the Nazi 
conspirators secured plenary legislative powers. After the power of the 
Nazi conspirators had been consolidated, it was the defendant GORING 
who as Reich Minister for Air, built up the Germn Air Force, first in 
secret and later cpenly, until it became 2n instrument capable of 
terrorizing every country in Europe. During the same period, it was 
the defendant GORING again, who as Plenipotentiary for the Four-Year 
Plan, had the ultimete responsibility for placing the entire German 
economy on a war footing. In the verious meetings and conferences in 
which Nazi plans for aggression were evolved, the defendant GORING 
was prescnt. Frequently when basic decisions had to be made, the de- 
fondant GURING played a part as active as or more active than Hitler 


himself, Inthe attacks on Czechoslovakia and Poland, it was the 


defondant GURING who gave deceptive reassurances of Germany's good 


intentions when these were ealled for by the conspirators plans. I+ 


was the defendant GORING, who, when the trap wes sprung, threatened the 
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luckless victims of Nazi aggression with the over-night destruction of 
their cities and peoples with the might of his air force. Evidence 

of the foregoing and much nore proves beyond any doubt the guilt of 
the defordant GORING of the crimes charged to him under Counts One and 
Two of the Indictment. 

After the beginning of the war, it has been shown that the 
defendant acRING, as Plenipotentiary for the Four-Year Plan and as 
Presicent of the Council of Ministers for the Defense of the Reich, 
initiated and was responsible for the gigantic program whereby millions 
of residents of countries occupied by the German Armies were carried 
into slavery in the Germn Reich and treated in a mnner violating not 
only the recognized laws of war, but the laws of humanity as well. He 
earrica out this program with such ruthlessness tmt even Prisoners of 
War were employed in the German armament incustry, thus being placed in 
the position of being forced to fight against their own country, also in 
violation of all rules of warfare. Evidence of the foregoing is il- 
lustrative of the kind of decds vhich have proven the defendant GORING 
guilty as charged under Count Three of the indictment. 

Finally, it has been shown that as the creator of the 
principal weapons of persecution and terror employed by the Nazi con- 
spirators, the infamous Secret State Police, or Gestapo, and the un- 
speakible concentration camps, and as a leader in the elimination of 
all members of the Jewish race from the economic life of Germany, which 
was merely a step in the planned extermination of all Jews from the 
continent of Europe, the defendant cURING has been proven guilty of 


Crimes against Humanity, as charged under Count Four of the indictment, 
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
